Under a law passed by the last Congress, the Irish 
potato is to have its turn in so-called crop control. 
Growers who produce more than five bushels a year must 
submit to the stringent licensing system— and if they 
produce more than ihcir quota, a heavy fine may be levied 
against them. Opposition arguments, based on the lact 
that the spud is an eccentric sort of animal, whose pro- 
ductivity is almost impossible to control, have no avad. 
The new law did not have Administration support, 
and seems to be regarded coldly by Secretary Wallace. 
It was put through by zealots who feel that nature should 
bo regimented as thoroughly as possible. - 

However, it is encouraging to report that Vinous 
groups, led by well-known men. have announced defiance, 
to such a liberty-destroying law— and have challenged its 
enforcement. The pioneer spirit, ' which detests any 
kind of dictatorship, is not yet dead and demands the 
right to eat spuds without political supervision.

Washington.— The "second cousins*' 
of the famous Neanderthal men— those 
half-ape. half-human beluga that pre- 
ceded mankind In Europe— once may 
have roamed the Nebraska plains. 

After an exhaustive study of nn 
Indian skull fragment found In tho 
midwest state. Dr. Alex Hrdllcka, cura- 
tor of physical anthropology of the 
Smithsonian Institution, said It h:id do- 
Bided Neanderthal cimracterlstlcs. al- 
though obviously of fairly recent 
origin. 

Tlie fragment was discovered by 
Earl H. Bell of the University of 
Nebraska while excaviiting In a large 
mound of undetermined age near the 
site of s prehistoric Indian village. 

The skull frngment coupled with 
the recently found Folsoni nrrowhend 
points proves conclusively that the 
America before Columbus extended 
back for thousands If not tens of thou- 
sands of years. The Fnlsnm points ore 
distinctly Amerlcin In character and 
date from the early glacier periods 
approximately the same time as that 
of the skull fragment. 

Doctor Hrdllcka found that the skull 
fragment bad belonged to a mlddle- 
nged male Indian and was normal ex- 
cept In ono abnormality. It had large 
bony ridgea over the eyos, ono of tho 
prominent characteristics of tho true 
Neanilerthal skull and those of groat 
apes. These ridges have virtually de- 
generated tn modern mankind. 

In the Nebraska Indian skull the 
ritlges wero pronounced and about half 
as prninlnont as those of the Neander- 
thaler as compared with modern man, 
the anthropologist said.' 

Doctor Hrdllcka stressed that the 
skull did not Indlcnre that Neander- 
thal men actually lived In America, 
bill rather that tlicre was aome sort 
of ancestral connection between pro- 
historic Americans and Neanderthal- 
era somewhere outside America. 

"Wo are justllled tn regarding such 
occurrences as reminiscences, more or 
less, of early aiagi'» In tho evolution 
of the human skull, hut not aa unin- 
terrupted connections and espcdnlly 
not na a safe Index of tho antiquity of 
the specimens that show such chiirac- 
tcrs," Pnctor Hrdllcka wrote In a re- 
port on the skull for the American 
Journal of IMiysical Anthropology.

Dr. C. W. McHwnn, field director of 
the IriHtttutu's .Syrinn expedition, who 
recently returned to this country, re- 
ported tho discovery, A royal palace 
already has been uncovered In the 
mound of north Syrla« about mldwuy 
between Alexnndrctta and Aleppo. 

The most Interesting single find at 
tho diggings was that of a donblc-llon 
column bnsc — two crouching lions 
whoso backs supported a column at 

[the entrance to the palace. Dr. Mc- 
Ewan said It Is one of the finest ex- 
amples of Hlttlte art yet found, 

"Tho Syrlan-Hlttlte culture was a 
composite of Hlttlte, Aramaean, Phoe- 
nician and Assyrian elements," Dr. 
McEwan said. "The discovery of a 
capital of this people will bring new 
light to bear on a most Interesting 
period." 

According to Dr. McEwnn. a native 
foreman of the expedition which has 
been excavating two other mounds In 
the vicinity,^ was riding Into Antloch, 
2G miles away, when he noticed two 
carefully cut blocks of basalt In the 
deep ditch beside the road. 

He recognized these as Important 
clews. When members of the expedi- 
tion Investigated, they found huge col- 
umn bases of a type characteristic of 
royal buildings of the late Hlttlte pft- 
rlod. 

It then^as discovered that natives 
of a nearby little village bad been 
digging Into the mound for tho ancient 
burned bricks which the natives used 
In repairing their highways.
